Work 
was never abandoned at that place, bnt 
for several week? tho attention has been 
given to sinking a xvell alongside of the 
shaft and while that was in hand the 
shaft work was temporarily held up. 
Saturday 
afternoon 
Superintendent 


Campbell said that he bolieved that he 
would on Monday morning be able to 
again give his attention to the shaft. 


The experience of the company sink- 


ing the shaft has been 
interesting in 


showing 
thew hims. or freaks of na- 


ture. Near the brow of the hill where 
the first shaft wa* started the work pro- 
gressed until a depth of 40 feet had 
been reached and a considerable portion 
of that distance was through quick- 
sands. Then a trial bore made the dis-, 
covery that for at least 02 teet beyond 
the bottom of the shaft there was noth- 
ing bnt quicksands. 
That 
shaft was 


abaudoued and about 100 feet east a 
second trial wns made. A depth of fifty 
or more feet wns reached without strik- 
ing squarely any large body of sand. In 
the northwest corner for a short dis- 
tance the edge of a pocket of sand fol- 
lowed the shaft. At that corner the soft 
sand and water constantly forced its 
xvay into the shaft. To relieve that a 
well was sunk. The well site was ten 
feet axvuy from the northwest corner of 
the shaft. There, instead of eight feet, 
nearly thirty feet of soft sand was en- 
countered and naturally the work was 
much slower. The well when completed 
ou Monday morning xvill be ten feet 
deeper than tho shaft and it is expected 
to relieve the water and sand pressure. 


When work in the shaft is resumed 


hard pan will be encountered. 
Tests 


made have shown that the body is twen- 
ty feet thick. Below that is a bed oC 
sand and gravel fifty-Sve 
f<vet thick. 


Beyond that is a stratum of lime stone. 
That has not been tested, but Superin- 
tendent Campbell says that he expects it 


will be about twelve feet thick, for cx- 
periaure in this conutry has shown that 
s generally the thickness of the first 
imestcno encouutc-red. 
The hard pan 


will be taken out with picks. Superin- 
tendent Campbell declines to make any 
estimate of the progress that can, or 
will be mado through the clay. He says 
that be would bo pleased 
to average 


three feet each clay, anil no doubt would 
do so 
if 
everything moved smoothly, 


but there is never 
any 
tolliug what 


might happen to 
delay the work. 


The work of sinking the relief well is 


infinitely more trying on the nerves and 
strength of the men than is the work 
of mining coal; the men working are ex- 
perienced coal miners.

The men remove 
every particle of tlteir street clothing, 
pnt on a suit of working clothes and 
then draw on rubber boots. Over these 
they put a pair of bib overalls made of 
rubber. Then they put on a coat of the 
same material and top it all off with a 
rubber hat with n shield running down 
over their shoulders. In that costume 
their appearance is suggeativa of the 
genuine Cape Cod fisherman. Unless 
the suits, alleged to be rubber, ave well 
taken cart of, It iS Cot long until they 
fail to turn water and when that hap- 
pens the man either gets another suit 
or quits work. He must be protected 
to endure the cold water.

The "morning hour" is one of the 


queer things of the United States sen- 
itc. 
In the tir&t place the "morning 


lour" is two hours long, though it may 


completed iu 10 of 13 miuutes. 
In 


tho second place it never occurs in the 
morning but begins at 32 o'clock noon, 
except on tho raro occasions when the 
senate, meets «t 10 or 11 o'clock. Sena- 
tor Hoar of Massachusetts is rcspou*!- 
blo for tho elongation of the morning 
hour HO as to make it cover 120 min- 
utes. 
Prior lo fourteen years ago tho 


"morning hour," while, existing in the 
afternoon, was but an hour in length, 
but a resolution submitted by Mr. Hour 
was adopted August 10, 1888, and that 
provided that 
the 
"morning 
hour" 


.hould. be two hours in length or that 
it should end lit 2 o'clock. This resolu- 
tion provided "that after today, unless 
otherwise ordered, tho 
morning 
hour 


shall terminate nt the expiration of two 
hours, after thr> meeting of the senate.''

and is the time when all sorts of little 
matters of that kind are attended to.

kinds unless unanimous consent is se- 
cured to consider pension bills for a spe- 
cified time or unobjectcd bills on the cal- 
endar.

Discus* Industrial Conciliation and Arbl 


tratlon Its Possibilities and Limitations 


Philadelphia, April D.-Senator llama 


was the principal speaker tonight at 
the closing session of the sixth annual 
meet ins "f the American Academy of 
Political Social Science, tie divided his 
time with Samuel Gompprs, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
the questions in relation to capital and 
Inbor were ably discussed by the two

Hauna's topic was "Industrial Concili- 


ation and Arbitration." Gompers spoke 
on ''Its Possibilities and Limitations."' 
Raima said thnt the industrial depart- 
ment of the national civic federation had 
settled seven strikes iii three mouth?, 
and prevented the occurrence of two 
strikes which would have rendered idle 
two hundred thousand men.

It finds the true condition of affairs 


almost too appalling for belief. 


These indictments were, returned to- 


day: Bribery, Robert N. Snydcr; at- 
tempted bribery, John N. Becker; per- 
jury, George J. Kobusch. 


The grand jury's report says: 
"We had before us many of those who 


hare been, and most of those who arc 
now, members of the 
house of dole- 


gates. We regret to report that we found 
a number of these 
utterly 
illiterate, 


lacking ordinary intelligence, unable to 
give a better reason for favoring or op- 
posing a measure than a desire to act 
with the majority. In some no trace of 
mentality nor morality could be found; 
in others a low order of training ap- 
peared, united with base cunning, grov- 
eling 
instincts :ind 
sordid 
desires. 


Unqualified to respond lo ordinary re- 
quirements of life, they are utterly inca- 
pable of comprehending tho significance 
of an ordinance and are incapacitated, 
botli by nature 
and 
training, to be 


makers of laws. 


"These men, through 
their corrupt 


agent, approach the legislative repre- 
sentative of powerful combinations or 
corporations 
competing 
for 
valuable 


franchises and demand and receive of 
them sums of money ranging from one 
hundred to CUP hundred thousand dol- 
lars for thci • individual votes or influ- 
ence. 


"The evidence shows us that there are 


in the city men of seeming great respec- 
tability, directors of large corporations, 
prominent in business and social circles, 
who have not hesitated to put up mon- 
ey for the purpose of bribing througn 
the assembly measures in which Ihey 
are interested. When called before ou 
body some added to the offense of bri- 
bery the crime of 
perjury. 
Some of 


these are as guilty 
as those against 


whom the indictments have been re- 
turned, the only difference being is they 
have been more successful in covering 
the.ir tracks." 


Tho grand jury suggests the method 


of selecting members of the house of del- 
egates by challenge, BO they may be cho- 
sen by the city at large, The payment of 
liberal salaries to thcsn officials is advo- 
cated, in order that honest men cnn af- 
ford to servo the city in the capacity of 
legislators.

An ordinance has been prepared by 


the council committee on changing the 
names of streets jmd erecting signs :it 
tho intersections, which will he pie-ent- 
ed tomorrow night lo the council. The 
first section of the ordinance provides 
for the changing of the names of the 
streets running east and we-l. I'eginuiug 
with East and West 
M a i n streets aud 


proceeding north the street names will be 
changed to numbers expressing the hun- 
dred number of the following block, Kn-t 
and West Main street will become 1'ii-M 
street, etc. Some complications ari-e 
north of the Wabash tracks, but the 
streets are fairly straightened out and 
by making Orchard slreot from \Viitc[ 
street, to Broadway Tenth Court the 
numbers are made to come right. 


The names of a number of .streets 


running north and south are changed to 
make them correspond with streets Iv- 
ing in the same 
line, e. g. WobMcr 


street is changed to Morgan Mi-eel. War- 
ren and Colfar streets are changed to 
Jackson street. 
A 
number of short 


Btre>ets in the southwest cornel- of the 
city arc changed to correspond with the 
streets of which Ihey arc the logical 
continuation. 
Powers 
avenue, 
which 


should be the continuation of College 
street, has in some way escaped 
the 


attention of tho committee. 


The second section of tho ordinance 


is especially 
important. 
It 
reads: It 


shall be the duty of any person or per- 
sons laying out any territory or addi- 
tion he.n-flf.ter anuexed to the city of 
Dccatur, to so lay out and plat tbe same, 
that the streets and alleys in such ad- 
dition or territory so laid out, shall con- 
form to tho lines of tho streets and alleys 
now located 
and 
established in baici 


city. 


The matter of naming 
the streets 


south of Main after letters of the alpha- 
jet is not considered feasible, at this 
time. There are comparatively few of 
these streets and with the ebauges in 
them to make the name of each street 
:he same throughout its length, it i? be- 
lieved that the trouble fiom them will 
be reduced to a minimum.
